More Ordinations 
Hopeful Sign For 


Priest-Poor Bolivia. 


Vatican City —(NC)— Prospects 
of increasing numbers of ordina- 
tions to the priesthood in one of 
, Latin America’s most priest-poor 
countries are seen in a report 
from La Paz, Bolivia, published 
in Osservatere Romano, Vatican 
City newspapr. 

The report disclosed that the 
College of St. Jerome, major sem- 
inary of the La Paz archdiocese, 
recently had its first ordinations 
since the institution was taken over 
by the Salesians of St. John Bosco 
ten years ago, after it had fallen 
in what was described as a state 
of “utter prostration.” 


Until this year, new priests for 
the La Paz archdiocese had come 
solely {rom neighboring Latin Am- 
erican countries. There are only 
about 300 priests in all Bolivia, 
or just one priest for every 12,500 
faithful 

Five of the new priests trained 
at St. Jerome's have been assign- 
ed to the Archdiocese of La Paz, 
and one each to the Diocese of 
Oruro and Santa Cruz de la Sierra 


Meanwhile, the report in Osser- 
vatere Romano hailed the new or- 
dinations as a real triumph for 
the Salesian Fathers in overcom- 
ing countless difficulties. 

The article recalled that on May 
8, 1943, ten Salesian priests took 
possession of the seminary at a 
ceremony attended by Archbishop 
Abel Antezana y Rojas of La Paz 
and the then Papal Nuncio to Bo 
livia, Archbishop Egidio Lari. The 
new teachers had come from Ar- 
gentina, Chile, Peru and Uruguay, 
and were utterly unacquainted 
with their new environment

Monsignor Then Priest 


His energy was demonstrated 
at an early age. Born in Italy 
in 1810, he was the sixth of sev- 
en sons. When some doubt arose 
that his family had a noble ori- 
gin, he wrote the history of his 
family and proved his point. At 
the age of eight, he began to 
study under the Jesuits. He 
spent six years on Latin and 
Italian, -tthen transferred to the 
Roman College to study human- 
ities and rhetoric. He then took 
a course of three years in phil- 
osophy and the natural sciences. 

After earning a doctor's de- 
gree in theology, the future 
Pope studied canon and civil 
law, still undecided as to wheth- 
er or not he should become a 
priest. So outstanding was he 
that he was made a domestic 
prelate, or Monsignor, before he 
was ordained He was ordained 
in 1837 and was assigned as civil 
governor of Benevento, a city 
right in the middle of Naples but 
then subject to the Holy See.The 
young priest rolled up his sleev- 
es and went to work. In rapid 
order he dealt with the nobles 


who were protecting the robbers

Webster's Dictionary is not ex 
actly a manual of theology. How 
ever, it defines “priest” as “1. One 
authorized or ordained to perform 
sacerdota! functions, esp. in Jewish 
or Christian rites; specif., one who 
offers the Eucharistic sacrifice. 2 
One of the clergy as distinguished 
from the laity."—A sloppy defini- 
tion, since the yma sn eas the 
question, saying in effect: “A priest 
is one who acts as a priest.” But at 
that it hardly applies either to the 
minister or any member of a Pro 
testant congregation 


Now let's see how St. Paul de- 
fines the term: “Every high priest 
taken from among men,” he says, 


“is ordained for men in the things 
that appertain to God, that he may 
offer up gilts and sacrifices for 
sins . And therefore he ought, 
as for the people, so also for him- 


self, to offer for sins” (Hebrews 
5:1-3) 
St. Paul here speaks of sacrifice 


—an idea not entirely new to the 
Christians of his day. Some 400 
years before Christ, the Prophet 
Malachias, speaking for the Al 


mighty God, had said to the Jews: | 


“I have no pleasure in you... 
and I will not receive a gift of your 
hand For from the rising of the 
sun even to the going down, my 
name is great among the Gentiles, 
and in every place there is sacri- 
fice. and there is offered in my 
name a clean oblation; for my 
name is great among the Gentiles” 
(Malachias 1:10-11).

John Wesley's Example 


Of course now. this idea of a 
universal priesthood is a touchy 
point and nothing new with the 
Methodists.

Finally, John need- 
ed a bishop to plant Methodism in 
the American colonies, but his su- 
periors refused to provide one, so 
on impulse he “consecrated” 
George Whitfield a bishop and sent 
him across the waters. John's 
brother Charlies lived and died a 
devout Anglican minister with a 
firm belief in the succession of or- 
ders. We know him best as the au- 
thor of the Christmas hymn, “Hark, 
the Herald Angels Sing.” But when 
he heard of the Whitfield episode, 
he was horrified. “John laid his 
hands on Whitfield?” he asked.

There is a great scarcity of clergy in all of South America, 
and Protestants have availed themselves of the opportunity to 
work in all those countries with little opposition, except from a 
political party—when the American missionaries cooperated with 
an opposition political party.. There have been some incidents, 
but they were usually in places where there was no resident 
priest; and where groups of Catholics—in some cases Indians— 
saw them disturbing their religious celebrations and processions. 
If Protestant missionaries confined their efforts to teach their own 
doctrine without attacking that of the natives there would, we are 
certain, have been no difficulties.

they “would be ridden out of the city on a rail.” 


Catholics For 400 Years 


It must be remembered that the people of South America 
have had the Catholic faith for 400 years, that they believe they 
have more of the Christian faith than any Protestant missionary 
could bring them. Therefore, some of them will be resentful if 
they are classified as pagans. 

It is very true that because of the lack of clergy and religious 
schools, the bulk of the people in the northern countries of South 
America have had little instruction in their religion. But it is 
equally true that they know as much about Christ as the 80,000,- 


000 in our own land to whom our Savior is almost a meaningless | 


word. 

As to Italy, it has had the faith from the time of Christ, and 
archacologists recently proved to the world that Saints Peter and 
Paul were martyred in that country and were buried there. Many 
of these people are also poorly instructed, because, for several 
generations, an atheistic government allowed no religion to be 
taught in the schools. As late as 30 years ago Italy had a Prime 
Minister who was a member of the Grand Orient, an atheistic or- 
ganization, and had as Mayor of Rome itself a man who belonged 
to the same organization. ..--.

Elected Pope In 1878 


It was no wonder that the Col. 
lege of Cardinals elected him Pope 
on the third ballot in 1878. Leo 
XIII, as priest, monsignor, and 
bishop, had demonstrated his learn- 
ing. his personal bravery, his en 
ergy and his administrative ability 

His reign was a difficult time of 


trying to establish good relations 
hetween the Vatican and the Ital 


ian Government. He was not a! 
ways successful, but he insisted 
that the Vatican must be inde 


pendent if the Pope was to dis 
charge his duties as spiritual lead 
er of hundreds of millions of 
Catholics. ) 
There is not enough room here 
to discuss his achievements. As 
Pope, he did on a world-wide basis 


, what he had accomplished as Bish- 


op of Perugia. He fought success- 
fully against attacks on the Church 
in Germany. He arranged an agree 
ment with Russia, so that some 
toleration of the Church was per- 
mitted. In England, he witnessed 
the conversion of John Henry New. 
man, and made him a Cardinal. He 
saw the great interest of the 
Church of England in a return to 
Rome, but after careful thought, 
he declared in an encyclical that 
Anglican Orders were not valid. A 
little yielding to untruth might 
have permitted a whole wave of 
conversions, but Pope Leo did not 
trifle with his conscience. 


He literally circled the globe 
in his efforts for the members of 
his flock. In India, he established 
a hierarchy. He showed his love 
for Ireland many times. He ar 
ranged concordats—or agreements 
—with lands as diverse as Portugal | 
and Colombia. He exchanged gifts 
with the Shah of Persia, the Sul 
tan of Turkey, and the Emperors 
of Japan and China. He made some 
headway in eliminating slavery in 
Africa and Brazil. 


His Interest In U. S. 


Pope Leo expressed a p@&ticular 
interest in the United States. He 
approved the erection of the Catho 
lic University in Washington: he 
established a permanent Apostolic 
Delegation at Washineton: he rais 
ed Archbishop Gibbons to the Card 
inalate; and wrote letters explain 


ing just how Catholicism could 
flourish in America 
Reciting the interests and act 


lvities of Pope Leo XIII leaves 
you breathless. When you look for 
his detailed accomplishments, you 
find that during his reign 248 sees 
were created; colleges were estab 
lished; schisms eliminated; the 
Vatican Archives opened to stu 
dents and a consulting library 
established; the Vatican Observa 
tory organized; and a Bible Com 
mission established to restore in- 
terest in the Holy Book. 


He gave his attention to relig- 
ious orders, too. The Franciscans 
and Cistercians saw their various 
branches united; new orders were 
established.

The Cardinal is reported to be 
still celebrating Mass but his physi- 
cal condition and extreme weakness 
make it difficult for him to move 
around.

Conflicting Reports 


1 On Cardinal's Health 


The reports from Yugoslavia of 
general news agencies and inde- 
pendent papers have underscored 
the precarious state of Cardinal 
Stepinac’s health. while at the same 
time giving partially contradictory 
versions on the related circum- 
stances. 


One news agency quoted Marshal 
Tito as saying that Cardinal 
Stepinac had refused to undergo 
medical examination and had also 
refused to go to a seaside resort for 
his health, because he “wants to be 
a martyr.” 


Another agency stated flatly that 
the medical commission had ex- 
amined the Cardinal and found him 
suffering from an excess of red 


Rome saying “To go to Rome I 
would have to ask permission. This 
I will not do because I do not con- 
sider myself guilty before the com-

,attributed to Yugoslav authorities

One correspondent in Belgrade 
speculated that the Cardinal's atti 
tude was motivated by his convic 
tion that he was under no obliga- 
tion to ask the Belgrade regime for 
any permission regarding his move 
ments. The reporter referred to 
the Cardinal's statement last Jan- 
uary when he refused to go to 


munists.” 

The correspondent for an inde 
pendent paper reported from Be)- 
grade that rumors in the Yugoslav 
capital state the Cardinal is dying 
or already dead. The reporter 
found “Catholic circles” in Bel- 
grade of the opinion that the Car- 
dinal’s illness is such that recovery 
is “improbable.” 
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
